The total number registered was 49. The average 
membership was 41.44. The per cent of attendance 
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was 95.11. This per cent compares most satisfactorily 
with 95.4, the State percentage. The schools were 
actually in session 175 days. Holidays, attendance at 
institutes, ete. totalled 5 days. The record of 72 cases 
of tardiness, or two a week, is tolerably good. It 
might easily be somewhat better.
